One fire pump and four hydrants, all in good working order 


and ready at a moment’s notice to do service. 


Engine House at East Wilton which contains the following 
fire apparatus ; Engine Co. No. 1 with hose carriage complete, 
with 4 buckets, 2 axes, 1 spade, 1 iron bar, 1 ice chisel, 26 feet 
of suction hose, 400 feet leather leading hose, 450 feet cotton 
rubber lined hose, 3 discharge pipes, 1 blunderbuss, 5 rubber 
coats, 16 spanners and belts, with 42 men. 

The Engine House has the following fixtures: One stove 
and boiler for engine room, 8 lanterns, 5 bracket lamps, 3 lad- 
ders, 174—26 and 30 feet, 2 fire hooks and fixtures, 2 cans, 1 
oil can, 2 water pails, &c., 1 cottage stove for hall, 10 settees, 1 
chandelier with 4 lamps, 1 stand lamp, 1 table, 2 chairs, 1 
pump and sink.

The Engine House has the following fixtures: One stove 
and pipe, 1 boiler, 2 oil cans, jug, 1 oiler, 1 pail, 1 broom, 3 lad- 
ders, 17—20 and 30 feet, 2 fire hooks and fixtures, 6 lanterns, 1 
stove and pipe for hall, 9 settees, 2 chairs, 1 table. 

Both Engines and Fire Pump are, in our opinion, in perfect 
condition, and ready at any time to do service. The hose and 
all other fire apparatus is also in good condition. 


We, the undersigned, recommend that the Town purchase 
one thousand feet of hose for the fire department, as you very 
well know we have not a sufficient supply. At the last fire we 
had to use borrowed hese, with hydrants close at hand, and 
was short at that. If the fire had extended, it would have 
been impossible to subdued it without more hose.

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REMARKS. | 


Tecan report that your schools have been very successful during 
the past year. In some of the districts the amount of schooling 
is cut short of what it ought to be by lack of funds, and thus a 
portion of our scholars are deprived of needed schooling. 

The scholars in these districts are eager to learn, and appreci- 
ate their advantages more fully perhaps than those who enjoy more 
ample means of education. ~ Cons | 

It is desirable that something be done to equalize the schooling 
in different parts of the town ; and to this end I recommend that 
fully $2,500 be raised by tax for school purposes, that no district 
be cut short of what it now receives, and that the Literary Fund 
be divided equally between districts No. 5, 8. 9 and 10. 

Prudential Committees should insist on their teachers applying 
at once for a certificate. You should not engage a teacher and al- 
low them to wait till the day before school is to open before being 
examined. By care in this respect you may often save yourselves 
much trouble, and better serve the interests of your school. 

Parents, you should visit your schools during term time, 
become acquainted with your teachers, enter into sympathy with 
them, and give them your support. You can thus add greatly to 
the success of your schools. 

_ Again, parents, it is your duty to see that your children attend 
regularly. By keeping your children out of school, you not only 
injure them, but retard the progress of the whole school.
